For several years past it has been my privilege in writing on the sabject of 
this present irticle, to couple together the two great suns of modern Judaisn 
Moses Montefiore and Leopold Zunz ; it was a natural aswell as a lofty idea jn 
treating of the focus of our philosophical life, to bestew a thought likewise 0 
the illustrious man in whom was centred all that was great in our national Jif 
Like a dual star, both these symbols illamined the heaven of Isracl : now thy 
the « irthly career of one of them has eome to. an end, it is with still w inet 
feclings than before that we express the wish, on the other's lst birthday, that 
he, too, may be granted the reward of living to complete a hundred years of 
useful career. Its true that he no longer shoots for-h blossoms nor yields any 
fruit, no longer does he bestow on his nation such immortal gifts as in’ the days 
when -his heart was still sound and had not yet been wounded by grief ; but for 
our community a mighty privilege to hive still in our midst tee man who 
pourcd out so many blessings from his master mind, and who, like a prophet, 
taking “ re trospective view, las so fathomed out our past liste ry, ind as it were 
lived init, that we can reac by its light as in an open book. 

Montetiore and Zunz, in their family lives, trod to a considc rable extent the 
same path. If Lady Montefiore sharcd the valiant spirit of her husband and 
ft ‘compan d hin on his d urheys ane adventures, so was Adellieid 
Zunz the muse of her consort and thus encouraged lim by the share she took in his 
philosophical acquisitions, lor half a century both women stood by the side of 
their husbands, both couples enjoyed the privilege of celebrating their g 
weddings, But who ean describe the sease of isolation which came over the two 
mien w he n the faithful stars which had Si) brightly illumined their life patti Werte

for ever lost to their gaze ? Since they were not blessed with children, the two were,

W the bration of his Hoth birthday an displ ased the learned 
anti-Semitism of the Gottingen Professor de Lagarde that he induced 
one Of his pupils to write what was to have been a philosophical ittack on Zunz 
ina work on two Gottingen Machzorim—a work in which aycung Protestant doctor 
itrempted to tear the laurels from the head of Zunz the attack left the Nestor 
in Beriin so indifferent that he searecly even took. notice of it. Ile might well 
retain ti inqull and ridicule this footh indy uttack, which rec ivedits well merited 
castigation in the Austrian Monatschrijt fir den Orient. It was any task to 
defend Zanz.

The aalfaews of the death of our illustrious champion has filled every heart 
with sadness’, the more so § ince the late Sir Moses was no stianger to Posen, There 
are yet many) persons who remember his having made a brief s‘ay here in the year 
1846, whilst } jurneying to Russia to intercede with the Emperor Nicholas on behalf 
of his Jewish subjects. By a mutual arrangement between the} Boards of the Old 
and the New Synagogues, a special funeral service was held inthe last named place 
of worship on Thursday afternoon, The ordinary Mincha Service having been read 
the Reader solemnly recited Psalm xvi. (Michtam | David), This having been con- 
cluded, the Rabbi, Dr. Fielchenfeld, ascended the pulpit, and delivered 
a funeral oration. The time occupied by its delivery exceeded an hour, 
and during the whole of this period the preacher was listened to with wrapt 
attention by the congregation of both sexes, who more than filled the Synagogue. 
Nr Feilchenfeld having referred to the universality of the sorrow which had been 
aronsed through the death of Sir Moses Montefiore, dwelt on the noble career of 
the lamented baronet, and on the affectionate regard which his unsectarian philan. 
thropy had gained for him from the followers of widely different religions. The 
sermon was followed by the recital of Psalms xv. (* Lord, who shall abide in Thy 
tabernacle”), and xxiii (** The Lord is my shepherd '’), and by the Prayer for the 
Dead (of the German ritual), offered up by the Rabbi. The Kaddish, and a collec- 
tion in aid of the Montefiore Home, appropriately brought the service to a close. 


BRIGHTON, 

During the morning service on Saturday last, at the Brighton Syna- 
gogue,a prayer was offered up for the repose of the soul of Sir Moses Montefiore, and a 
memorial sermon was delivered by the Minister, the Rev. A. C. Jacobs. He took

uring his lifetime, and they will hold his memory in affectionate rememberance 
now that his grand earthly career has been closed. Throughout that career he had 
proved to the world that it is possible for a man to adhere firmly, staunchly to the 
faith we have held inviolably sacred for thousands of years, and yet gain for him- 
; self the esteem anid profound respect of the whole Christian world, and that a rood 
hristian, worth calling so, does not need a man to become a renegade, but that he 
honours him all the more for being a staunch, faithful, and consistent Jew, wor-

The Commercial 
Treaty between the dual Empire and Roumiania is about to be revised, and 
the trading rights of Roumanians in Austria are to be decided at a 
conference between the Ministers of the two countries. It is obvious that 
the settlement of these rights might be made either favourable or unfavour- 
able to Jews. The Roumanian Minister might not wish even to be just to 
Jews, but fortunately the feeling of the Austrian. Government is far different, 
and there is hope that its representatives may be induced to arrange the new 
treaty in terms favourable to the Roumanian Jews. Here, then, is a golden 
opportunity which must not be neglected by the influential Jews of Austria. 
The patience and iniquity of the Jew-haters of Roumania must be met dy 
equal patience and equal fertility of resource on our part.

There is no popular prejudice against Jews in 
Roumania, or what little there is of it has been produced in the past few 
years by the restrictions of the Government. And these last have been pro- 
daced by the Third Chamber of Electors, filled by trade-rivals of the Jews, 
who have been the real initiators of all these persecutions.. The fact that 
there is no widespread prejudice against the Jews anong the masses in 
oumania is shown by the absence of those riots and outrages which are the 
inevitable outcome of “ popular prejudice,” No, it is not the people, but 
thé Parliament of Roumania who are persecuting the Jews ; and under these 
circumstances Lord Sauisnury might have been a little less sensitive about 
hurting the feelings of the Roumanian House of Representatives. It is 
quite absurd to talk about hurting the feelings of men who have shown 
themselves lost to all sense of equity and justice. A remonstrance from 
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disgust civilization with her conduct. If England, France. (rermany, and 
Austria agreed to give Consular protection to those “aliens” whom Rou- 
mania refuses to recognise as her subjects, the engineer would be hoist with 
his own petard, and a most fitting retribution be found for acts based. not 
on popular prejudice, but on miserable greed on the part of Roumanian 
merchants, and miserable time-serving on the part of the Roumanian 
Government, 


Last Friday's Deputation may not by itself have done much 
good, 


But it gives us a direct claim on the Foreign Office for appeal to it 
to aid us in the work of thwarting the persecutors. Lord Sanisnuny prac- 
tically promised to do anything which could aid the Jews and yet not hurt 
the susceptibilities of their Roumanian tyrants. The task is hard to combine 
the two conditions, but we need not despair of making the eombination.

On Friday last the Marquis of Salisbury received at his private residence, 20, 
Arlington Street, Piccadilly, a numerous conjoint di putation from the Board of 
Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association whose object was to call hia Lord- 
ee, he attention tothe persecution of the Jews in Roumania, and the disabilities 
under which they labour, and to solicit the interference of the British Govern- 
ment on their behalf.

Mr. ARTHUR Cones, Q.C., M.P., in introducing the deputation, said : My Lo-d, 
in the absence of Baron Henry de Worms, President of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, it has fallen to me to introduce a joint deputation from the two Associations 
—the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, and I have the honour 
to introduce to your Lordship, Mr. Joseph Sebag, Vice-Pre-ident of the Board of 
Deputies, and Sir Julian Goldsmid, ard my hon: and learned friend, Serjeant 
Simon, Vice-Presidents of the Anglo-Jewish Association. My Lord, the Jews of 
England have on many occasions appeared before the “ cretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in order to induce Her Majest’’s Government to exercise its influence ona 
foreign Power with a view of relieving their corelizionists abroad from p -rsecution 
and oppression. Buton most of these occasions a difficulty has been felt in asking 
our Government to do more than to give friendly advice to the foreiga Power, for 
it is only, we are aware, in very exceptional circumstances that one government 
can be justified in interfering with the internal affairs of another country. No 
such diffichlty, however, presents itself in the way of our present application, It 
was after the conclusion of the Treaty of Berlin that my late uncle, Sir Moses 
Montefiore, then more than ‘) years old, went to meet Lord Beaconsfield on his 
return to thiscity in order to express his deep gratitude for the strenuous efforts 
made by that distinguished statesman and by you. my Lord, to secure to the 
Jews of Roamania complete religious toleration and all the civil and politieal rights 
enjoyed by the Christian inhabitants of that coantry. Your Lordsh'ps elforts were 
eminently successful, for by the Treaty of Berlin the recognition of the indepen- 
dence of Roumauia was expressly made subject to the conditions contained in the 
44th Article, than which nothing can be more clear, precise and emphatic. May I 
venture to read that article which was hailed by the oppressed Jews ef Roumania 
as the great charter of their rights-and liberties! It is as follows: “In Roumania 
the difference of religious creeds and confessions shall not be alleged against any 
person as a ground for exclusion or incapacity in matters relating to the enjoyment 
of civil and political rights, admission to public employments, functions and 
honours, or the exercise of various professions and industries in any locality whatso- 


ever. The freedom of outward exercise of all forms of worship shall be assured to all 
persons belonging to the Roumanian State, as well as to foreigners, and no 
hindrance shall be offered either to the hierarchical organisations of the different 
communities, or to their relations with their spiritual chiefs. The subjects and 
citizens of all the Powers, trading or others, shall be treated in Roumania without 
distinction of creed, on a footing of perfect equality.” I need scarcely remind your 
Lordship how in order to make the appearance of complying with the Treaty certain 
modifications were introluced into the Roumanian Constitution, nor need I 
occupy your Lordship’s valuable time by our analysis of the mode (subseqnent

ries of the Treaty of Berlin. Trusting, however, to the determinationof the Prince's 
Government to approximate more and more, in the execution of these provisions, to 
the liberal intentions entertained by the Powers, and taking note of the positive 
assurances to that effect which have been conveyed tothem, the Government of ie r 
Britannic Majesty, being desirous of giving to the Roumanian nation a proof of 
their friendly sentiments. have decided to recognise the Principality of Roumania 
as an indepesdent State. Her Majesty's Government consequently declare them- 
selves ready to enter into regulardiplomatic relations with the Prince's Government.

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GLEANINGS. 


JEWISH LITERARY 
JUDEO-PERSIAN LITERATURE, 

The Jewish-Persian dialect ‘is attracting much attention fromm specialists. 
The late Solomon Munk was the first who from a Paris MS. of the Bible brought 
out specimnens of it in Hebrew characters (parts of Genes's and Isaiah in Cahn’s 
Bibel, vol. 9, preface to Isaiah, Paris, 1838.) This was followed by the publication 
of the translation of Isaiah lii. 13 to the end of liii., also from the Paris 
MS. (in the Catena the fifty-third chapter of Isatth according to Jewis' inter- 
preters, I. Texts, &c., edited by A. Neubaner, IT. Transl itions by RLS. Drive r and 
A. Neubauer, Oxford, 1876). Professor de Lagarde of Gottingen, in lis review 
of the Catena, recognised the importance of this Persian-Jewish dialect on 
account of the archaic forms found in it and promised some special studies upon it. 
This promise he fulfilled in his Jers ache Studien (1884), and Symmicta. M. 
Zoherberg of the National Library, a coreligionist (7), brought out from the 
same MS. the text with a German translation of an apocryphal histo ry of Daniel 
in which he also points out some archaic forms (Archiy von Meir). If Tam not 
mistaken, ny friend Professor James Durmesteter, is preparin. another and 
more critical edition of the sune text. Dr, Grill has mide use of this Persian text 
in bia “ Der acht und Pealm.”. have just: ree ived Professor 
Ignazio Guidi's (of Rome) rem irkable notice on aJewish-Persian translation in a 
MS. of the Vatican Liorary. He gives the Persign text of Grenesis |. xxv. 3 
to 36 and xxxix. L to 23. This text se¢ms to be plentical with that to be foand 
in the MS: of Paris. There are also MSS. of a Persian translation at St. -Peters- 
burg, which seem to differ, slightly from the above-mention: d texts. In this 
library are also to be fonnd a large fragment of a Hebraico-Talimudic dictionary 
in Persian, a description of which IT have given in my report on the fine Firko- 
witz collection at St. Petersburg (Jour al Astatique, 1805), Treatises in astro- 
nomy, astrology, and medicine written in Persian with Llebrew characters exist 
also in-varions libraries, and chiefly in the British Maseum. The most curious 
MS. here is a biblical history in’ Persian) verse (in imitation of Firdausi) but 
written in Hebrew characters, unfortunately incomplete. From all this we may 
hope that eome other MS. will be found amongst the Jewsia Afg hanivtan to 
whom attention has litely been drawn by Sir Peter Lumsden. 

Only two years ago a with a Persian translatian in Hebrew charactors 
was printed it Vienna forthe use of the Jews of Bokhara ;: the whole of the 
edition left Europe, and only a few copies were secured, of which. the Bodleian 
Library Posse OC. l’r if. bitin of the Unive rsiiy College, Ali rs st with, de. 
voted to this text an extended article in the Deutsche Literat-rcertung, as regards 
the peculiar forms found in it. 

Thus, the preservation of early. didects by-the Jews in French, Spanish 
German, ard Persianturns out to be: f import ince forthe grammar and lexicography 
of these respective languages. We know, in fact, that the most ancient vocabu- 
lary in Old French is contained in the French glosses of Resin (CR. Solomon of 
Troves), edited uncriti ‘ally by the late Dr. Landan (editor of ths Arukh). My 
friend Prof. Arséne Dartmesteter is preparing a critical edition of these words (they 
are not less than 2.4(%)), collated wih as m iny MSS. as possi bl: Noone is better 
prepared for this valuable task thin he is by his knowledge of Hebrew and spe- 
cial knowledge of Old French. Later French glosses are also found in the com- 
mentaries of Joseph Qara, Satuuel ben Meir and others. A vocabnlary of syno-

Tatar translation of the Bible, as well as grammars and vocabularies). I believe 
that the hyinn books, lately bronglit from Yemen, where there are many in Ara- 
bic, might furnish some information concerning the Yemen dialect, at least as 
regards the lexicography. In showing that the early idioms preserved by the 
Jews have a certain lm pertance, I mean to exclude the present jargon, stall 
spoken, to our regret, in Poland and Hungary. Now and then an early gramuia- 
tical fori gf the German language, or even some early fwords might be preeerved 
in it, but @e damage this jargon dves to the civilisatfm of the Jews in these 
countries, @ust counterbalance the utility of grammagrSand lexicography. The 
sooner we @et rid of it, the better for the progress of ewish culture in these 
countries, 
To cotwe back tothe Persian Jews, Besides the above-inentioned translation 
of the Bible still in MS., Maimonides mentions an early Persian translation which 
seems to have still existed in his time. In 1546 there appeared in print at Con- 
stantinople, a Persian translation of the Pentateuch, made by Joseph ben Jacob 
Tawus. Of this edition in Hebrew character,, the Persian translation in Walton's 
Polyglott is a reproduction. Nothing is known of this Joseph Tawus, not even 
the period when he lived. Rosenimiller puts him as early as the ninth century 
but trom his Ilebrew preface (not reproduced in Walton) it seems that he lived 
at Constantinople in the 15th century (the reader will tind more about it in Dr 
Kohut’s excellent book on this translation, which appeared in 1871). Has Tawus 
made an original translation or only reproduced, with some emendations, an 
earlier one ? Professor Guidi is inclined to accept the latter view from the fol- 
lowing words which occur in Tawus’s Hebrew preface: 
‘3. 133 W's * And the Persian which a wise man has explained.” Dr. Koput, on the 
the other hand, explains the word x3 by “an oral teaching.” But this is a 
secondary point. Thechicf importance of these Persian translations does not lie 


in exegesis, which is generally poor, being a literal translation with — 
tions.
